NOYES IN NEW YORK. 


The Visiting Statecman Makes a 
Statement. 
New York, June 17.—Minister Noyes 
arsived here tu-day from France in the 
City of Richmond. In conversation 
with @ representative of the associated 
press, detailing the cause of his return 
at tnis time. Minister Noyes said: “I 
went to Florida for no purpose on earth 
except to 
ASCERTAIN THE VOTE OF TIE STATE 
and to see whether or not the popular 
vote had been cast for the republican 
electors. I stated to the two republis 
can members of the canvassing board, 
that all we wanted was an honest deci- 
sion. I never made,any promise to Mc- 
Lin or any other member of the board, 
nor did I suggest any possible reward 
or recognition in case Governor Hayes 
should be finally declared elected, and 
so far as McLin is concerned I never 
saw him alone one moment in my life 
before the vote of Florida had been 
cast. [Iam now informed for the first 
time that even McLin does not say 
that I 
; MADE HIM ANY PROMISE. 
Had I known- that before leaying 
Paris I should not have demanded a 
as ceaon, but should have remained 
in France to attend to my public du- 
ties. I donot care to be more specific, 
as it would perhaps be in ed taste, 
considering that I am so soon to give 
my sworn statement tothe committee. 
In the course of further conversation 
Minister Noyes said that while he did 
not care at this time to be interviewed 
he had nothing whatever to conceal. 
He also expressed the hope that every 
politician in the north, whether 
democrat or republican wou!d be sub- 
pceenaed who had visited Florida on 
this business, as that wouid be only 
fair to all parties concerned or interest-

A RUSSIAN RESOLUTION, 


It is stated that Russia will refuse to 
evacuate the Turkish territory in Rou- 
mavia or liberate the prisoners of war 
until ShumJa and Varna have been sur- 
rendered, the latter beiag required by 
the treaty of San Stefano as well aa the 
former wegotiations at Constantinople 
for the‘surrender has been abandoned. 
The matter is now being considered in 
the hands of congress. The general 
opinion still is that none of the minor 
states will be admitted to congress, 
with the possible exception of Greece, 
about which the reports are contra~ 
dictory. 

A NEW CLAIMANT, 

The statement comes from Paris that 
Persia claims admission on the ground 
that the settlement of the eastern ques- 
tion necessarily affects the Persian in- 
terests. The Official Bulletin — this 
morning states that the emperor is 
progressing favorably. 

IN THEIR ORDER. 

Congress meets at 2 o’clock this eve- 
ning. ‘Lhe Bulgarian question will be 
likely to come up for discussion first, 
then Montenegrin and Servian ques- 
tion—Prince Bismarck having, it is said, 
submitted a plan for taking up the re 
spective chapters ofthe treaty of San 
Stefano in the order of their importance 
and of amount of opposition they are 
likely to meef. 


_ THREATENING QUESTIONS. 

The questions which threaten the 
success Oi Congress are believed to be 
the cession of Autivari to Montenegro, 
the position ot Roumelia in relation to 
Turkey and of the administrative and 
governmental organization of Roume-~ 
lia. Austria and Italy will oppose the 
cession of Autivaria to Russia alone, or 
perbaps Russia-Germany will. Her 
friends allege she will not, but such as- 
sertions are probably intended to Mice 
lead and influence the forces which are 
contesting the Russian claims. The 
fact is, the war pasty was banished 
from the capitol when . Ignatieff 
went to Kieff. At least this is the be- 
lief of well-qualified observers of Rus- 
sian public opinion. Bessarabia will 
be yielded to the personal wishes of 


republicans quietly pulled their heads 
inside their shells and shouted revolu- 
tion. They fully expected that the 
committee would unearth frauds that 
would force congress to make a change 
in the presidency.

The 
remarkable part of it is, that the anti- 
Hayes republivans say that the presi- 
deit’s course towards the 
southern BLates has kilied 
the party, and the Hayes repub- 
licans say the anti-Hayes republicans 
are responsible for ajl the frauds con- 
nected with tbe election, and especialy 
ly guilty of stirring them up after they 
had beer settled. So far onl; Stanley 
Maithews and John Sherman, two ver« 
satile statesmen, have been injured by 
the investigation. Of course | do not 
aliude to the crowd of scoundrels from 
Florida and Louisiana, that bave been 
made notorious by this investigation ;

The western miner traveling in Geor- 
gia is struck with the ridicaiously iow 
expenses of mining, the extent aud 
richness of the depusits, and the ce:-= 
tainty of the profit with most primitive 
methods and common field labur. The 
writer would not venture to publish the 
following statement as to expenses 
without having first had ocular evi- 
dence. The genera! estimate of the cost 
of mining and milling where steam 
power is used does not exceed $1.50 per 
ton, and where water power is used, 
about one-half of this. At the Fais 
mount mines, near Dahlonega, I was 
shown the books of the company for 
ten months’ work by it with its steam 
10-stamp mill and in its mines, It has 
mined and milled an average of about 20 
tons per day at an average expense of 
$7.85. The Findley mines adjoining 
have water power for miil and 
also to sluice their ores from the 
veins to the mill floor. The expense 
account for the last five months aver-~ 
ages less than $19 per day, while the 
average amount of ore handled was 
about 50 tons per day, or 40 cents per 
ton. Miners’ wages are from 75 cents 
to $1 per day. They are faithful, com- 
petent, and work from suneup to sun« 
get. The nature of the ground is such 
that miners make wages by contracting 
to run tunnels atfrom 20 cents to $1 
per foot. Of course no blasting is nec- 
essary and rarely timbering. The 
writer saw a shaft over 80 feet 
deep cut over 30 years ago in the talcoge 
shaie, in which no timbering had been 
done, but though the mouth of the 
shaft was open, the walis were as 
sharply defined as if cut in granite. 
Water powers are frequent, aud in 
some Cases Convenient and ample for 
extensive mining. At the Frank- 
lin mil! the water power 
at mean low water measures over 1,000 
H. P. The climate is perpetual sum- 
mer, extremes of temperature being 
about 15 degrees and 90 degrees. The 
country is well settled, cultivated, and 
fertile, with excellent railroad facilities. 
These things account for the compara~ 
tively insignificant expenses of mining, 
which in their turn account for the 
absence of those magnificent failures 
which are incident to mining in the 
west, where mining and milling ores 
cost from $25 to $100 per ton, aud 
where 9perations are on @ correspond- 
ing scale. It is quite true thatthe 
yield of the mass of .he Georgia ores 
seems almost as insignificant as the ex- 
penses, but the yield has the virtue of 
be ag in favor of the miner, under the 
most adverse conditions known in the 
region. In Lumpkin county, the pres- 
ent center of activity, and where there 
are some 200 stamps at work, or being 
pla ed in position, the average yield 
ia frora $2 to $5 perton. In Cherokee 
county, at the Strickland, Franklin 
and Pasco mines, the average reported 
is about $12 per ton; further south, at 
the Cherokee and Bonner, $6 two $10 
perton. ‘Lhese ure almust exciusive- 
ly free gold or milling ores, for as yet 
no effurt of importance has been made 
to reduce the su!phurets, which assay 
from three to ten times as high as the 
free gold ores. Up to a late date only 
wooden stamps, with square iron 
shoes, were used, and the tailings are 
said to pay for handling by the pan or 
rocker. The Georgia aad belt is cc# 
extensive with leading western forma- 
tions, and it hasa record of “strikes”’ 
that compare favorably with the best 
of the latter. The following are among

New York seems to have in Lucius 
Robinson a governor that does not hesi~ 
tate toact up to his judgment. The 
law of the state gives him thirty days 
after the adjcurnment of the legislature 
in which to approve bil!s. That time 
has just expired. A considerable num- 
ber of bills were vetoed, and something 
over a hundred have been deposited 
without the approval of the executive. 
The latter are as dead as the former. 
The result is, that the number of laws 
this year is 417 against 88lten years 
B20. 

Among the vetoed is the scheme of 
the Wall street holders of repudiated 
southern bonds to saddle them upon 
the state so that suits could 
be brought in the federal 
courts.

¢ciaims :n which it bas no interest what- 
ever.” This ought to silence all holders 
of bogus bonds,

Her book was such a 
startling success that she has been in~ 
duced to improvise a few more rounde« 
lays and these have been published by 
Meesrs. Eaton, Lyon & Co., of Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, who have kindly fa- 
vored us with a copy. 

The Sweet Singer prefaces her vol 
ume with a few words of explanation, 
in the course of which she aptly re. 
marks: “The Editors that has spoken 
in a scandalous manner haye went be« 
yond reason.” Thereis more Philogo~ 
phy in this than might appear to the 
casual reader, for it is not to be denied 
that editors who do epeak in a scanda- 


. , 
lous manner invariably go beyond rea- 
son, and some of them, misunderstand- 
ing the scope and intent of Mrs. 
Moore’s first volume,certainly criticized 
her mellow poetry with a harshness 
that was entirely uncalled for. 

The present volume contains the 
most appreciative reviews of the first 
book, and is also enlivened with some 
later poems from the sweet singe:’s 
prolific pen. In one of these she again 
attacks her critics with a vigor and 
fluency altogether uncommon. 

“My first attempt at literature’’— 
she remarks with great candor, 
“Is the Sweet Singer by name. 
I wrote that boox without a thought 
Of the future or of fame.”’ 

This statement has an air of aceuraey 
about it that some of our older and 
more experienced poets would do well 
to imitate. In the same ]>fty strain the 
S 8S. continues: 

Dear friends I write for money, 
With a kind heart and hand, 
I wish to make no enemies 
In my uative land. 

To the Sweet Singer must also be 
given the credit of having originated 
what will probably hereafter be known 
as the Biographical Ballad. Her most 
notable effort in this line, and one thst 
will probably catch the ears of the 
country, is entitled ‘‘Andrew Jackson.” 
In the opening stanza she thus melo- 
diously explains her purpose: 

On the life of Audrew Jackson, 
Now dear people I will wnite, 
And in sketchee, I will te}l you 
His career with great delight. 
His career on earth is ended; 
But bis name is ever bright, 
And hig memory is cherished 
As 4 great glorious knight, 

In the same able ballad, the Sweet 
Singer thus groups together biography, 
incident and the tenderest poetical sen- 
timent: 

The dauntiess energy of Jackson, 
Oh, should never be forgot, 
Or ihe battle of New Orieans, 

W bere he diligently fought. 
Where he fought to save his country, 
From the British fleets of fame; 

Through coolness and courage 
The victory he did gain. 
As commander, Andrew Jackson 
Was e soidier of great ekiil, 
And he nobly done his duty 
To his country, with goo will. 
Yet in life his acts were censured, 
Ah, by men both great and small, 
One the acts that made him trouble 
Was the erresting of Judge Hail. 


We have said this poem is her most 


notable effort in this line, but when we 
turn to the sweet little ballad entitled 
“Sketch of Lord Byron’s Life,” we cans 
not but feel that our judgment has been 
hasty : 
*“** Lord Byron’ was an Englishman, 
A poet I believe, 
His first works in old England 
Was poorly received.” 

Aside from the pretical qualities of 
the foregoing, it will be pereeived that 
its principal characteristic is caution. 
The Sweet Singer does not absolutely 
assert that Byron was a poe!; she merely 
gives her impression, her belief. The 
next stanza is marked by the same con~ 
servative method of dealing with sup- 
posed facts: 

‘*Perhaps it was “Lord Byron’s’’ fault 
And perhaps it was not. 

His life was full of misfortunes, 
Ab, strange wes his lot. 

Of the character of Lord Byron, Mrs. 

Moor thus melodiously writes : 

Generous and tender hearted, 
Affectionate by «x:reme, 

And in temper he was wayward, 
A, poor ‘*Lord’’ without means; 

Ah, he was a handsome fellow 
With great poetical skill, 

His great intellectual powers, 
He could use at his wiil. 

o» 

He was a 8ad child of nature, 
Of [crtune and of fame; 

Also sac child to society, 
For nething did he gain 

But, slander, and ridicule, 
Throughout his uative land. 

Thus the ‘poet of the passioueg,’’ 
Lived, unappreciated, man, 

The concluding stanza is marked by 
@ vein of sad accuracy that seryes as a 
fitting close to this remarkable bio- 
graphical ballad: 

He had joined the Grecian army; 
This man of delicate frame ; 

And there he died in a distant land 
And left on earth his fame. 

* Lord Byron’s” age was 36 years, 
Then closed the sad career 

Of the most celebrated ‘‘Englishman”’ 
Of the nineteenth century. 


Perhaps the mest thoroughly char- 
acteristic gem in the little volume is 
one entitled, “Leave off Agony in 
Style,” and we shall conciude this al. 
together too brief and inadcquate re- 
view by quoting two stanzas. Tbey are 
marked by the ‘ight, airy fancy that all 
true poets carry about their person: 

I love to see the people ress neat and clean, 

Likewise follow fashions, but not extreines ; 

Some friends will find it b.tter in future 
awhile, 

To lay by some money while putting on s! yle 

Leave off the agony, leave off style, 

Unless you’ve got money by you all the while, 

If you lock about you you'll often have to 
smile, 

To see SO Many poor people putting on style. 

We trust the success of Mrs. Moore 
has been such that other poets may 
be induced to come before the public. 
In the midst of the political. excites 
ment of the day it is refreshing to turn 
to the lyrics from which we have made 
quotations. The country needs more 
sweet singers.
